January 31st commemorates 
the 
Uk*ath, sixty-four years ago.

Missouri governor ami the inaugura­ 
tion of another. 
On the last day 
of 
January 1864, Governor Hamilton R. 
Gamble died at his home in St. Ixiuis 
after an illness of several months. By 
reason of his death, Lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor Willard P. Hall became gover­ 
nor of Missouri. 
In the partisan strife and disorgan­ 
ization brought about by civil 
war. 
Missouri, in the brief space of 
four 
years, had 
two 
state 
governments 
and three chief executives at the heln 
(¡f date. 
The early months of 1861 
had witnessed the overthrow of 
the 
pro-Southern 
Jackson 
government 
and its expulsion from the State by 
Federal forces; the declaration of the 
State Convention—summoned, 
oddly 
enough, by the Jackson legislature in 
the hope of re-affirming Missouri’s al 
legianee to the South—for com pro 
mise and Missouri’s continuance 
ir 
the Union; and finally, the establish 
ment by this same Convention at itf 
July session of the Provisional Gov­ 
ernment of Missouri with 
Hamiltor 
R. Gamble at its head. 
Governor Gamble, despite his six 
ty-three years and failing health, had 
governed the State with wisdom and 
moderation. 
His administration wa; 
Icharacterized by measures as conser­ 
vative and moderate as were consist­ 
ent with his avowed purpose of keep­ 
ing Missouri in the Union. 
And 
at 
all times did he throw the weight of 
his opinion and influence against 
th< 
radical Union element in the 
State 
That Governor Hall 
in 
succeeding 
Gamble realized his worth as a mar 
and as a chief executive, as well 
a* 
'♦he giave difficulties of his own posi­ 
tion, is shown by his special message 
of February 1, 1864, announcing 
t( 
the General Assembly the death 
of 
the governor. 
He said in 
part: 
“I 
am aware of the 
embarrassments

must encounter in succeeding so good 
a man and officer. Surrounded by dif­ 
ficulties, such as never before beset a 
Governor of 
this 
State, 
it is 
not 
strange that his administration of af­ 
fairs should have failed to satisfy all. 
His official career is now a part of his­ 
tory. and it is confidentially believed 
♦lint when the animosities of the pres 
ent shall have yielded to the decision 
'f a cooler judgment, all will 
admit 
that he discharged his 
difficult 
and 
arduous duties with an eye single to 
the best interests of the c o u n tr y ....” 


Governor Hall’s administration oc­ 
cupied the remaining eleven months 
of 1864. or until the inauguration of 
the regularly elected governor, Thos. 
C. Fletcher, on January 2, 1865. Hall, 
who had in large measure the equ­ 
able temper 
and 
sense 
of 
justice 
which had been Governor 
Gamble’s, 
continued during his brief term 
to 
hr Id in check the forces of radicalism. 
The breach between the Radical and 
Conservative Republicans 
continued 
t<» widen, however, and the election of 
November, 1864, resulted in the tri­ 
umph of the Radicals.

belt, joifived with the

passing the resolution urging revision 
is a measure of relief and justice to 
farmers.

Quarantine regulations for admiss­ 
ion of human immigrants to the Unit­ 
ed States are strict, but they do 
not 
compare in strngem y with the quar­ 
antine-of some plant im m igrants. 
If 
a sim ilar system pievailed 
ah 
Ellis 
Island, only the great-grandchildren 
of im m igrants would be permitted 
to 
enter as citizens, and then only if the 
two intervening generations had 
de­ 
veloped free from disease and unde­ 
sirable characteristics. 
To guard againsttihe introduction of 
such 
a 
pest 
as the 
citrus canker, 
which caused a loss of several million 
dollars to growers, an intricate quar- 
atine system devised by 
the 
United 
States 
Department 
o f 
Agriculture 
provides for “aseptic" propagation of 
new strains. 
When a lemon or 
or­ 
ange bud from the Old World arrives 
it is disinfected. 
N ext it is grown in 
a 
finely screened metal 
cage in 
a 
greenhouse. 
An oil moat around the 
greenhouse guards against 
crawling 
insects. 
In the cage it is allowed to 
put forth new growth 
suitable 
for 
budding. 
If the new buds pass a rig­ 
id health test they are 
“budded” 
on 
home-grown stock in 
the 
“isolation 
ward” and 
the 
original 
immigrant 
stock is burned. 


In turn the second generation is in­ 
spected and is again bu»ided to heal­ 
thy stock for growth and observation 
on the propagation bench. Even, then, 
before this thin! generation is releas­ 
ed from (|uarant.ine for field trials it 
must undergo a long period of deten­ 
tion to allow the development of any 
plant pest that may he present. 


In caring for these “hospital eases” 
attendants visiting the 
qquarantine 
house ate required to disinfect cloth­ 
es, tools, and persons on each 
visit, 
and must also 
undergo 
disinfection 
when passing from one cage to 
an­ 
other. 
Every precaution i> taken to 
make sure that new citrus strains are 
introduced as certified citizens of the 
orange and lemon groves. 
Commerci­ 
ally they may or may not prove de­ 
sirable, but the Department of A gri­ 
culture stands ready 
to 
vouch 
for 
their good health and that they will 
not harm their neighbors.

Secretary Ronald Kingsley of the 
Cairo Association of Commerce gave 
a clear picture of what development 
of transportation on the inland rivers 
would mean to Cairo and the 
other 
river cities. 
He explained Cairo’s unique posi 
tion as the head of all-year navigation 
>n the Mississippi River system mak­ 
ing this place the breaking point 
for 
river and rail 
shipping. 
Enormous 
warehouses at Cairo to held the large 
freight shipment* 
from 
Pittsburg, 
Chicago, St. I^ouis 
and 
the 
other 
northern industrial cities were inevit 
able, the secretary declared. 
He 
be 
lieved the volume of freight by river 
would surpass all expectations 
with 
the completion of the canalization of 


the Ohio River by 1930, giving a nine- 
f4H»t channel from Pittsburg to Cairo, 
and the completion of the Chicago-to- 
the-Gulf waterway through the Illi­ 
nois and Mississippi Rivers by 19.31. 
Secretary Kingsley said that Cairo 
strongly 
favored 
General 
Jadwin’s 
plan for lowering the flood level 
at 
Cairo, and was supported in this po­ 
sition by City Commissioner Wilbur 
Thistlewood, who in a short talk gave 
interesting facts in connection 
with 
he two river* that flow 
by 
Cairo. 
Tonunissioner Thiatlewood said 
that 
the water from 27 states passed Cairo 
and insisted that what was 
Cairo’s 
problem in lowering the flood plane of 
the Mississippi Rivor, was the prob 
lein of the entire Mississippi Valley.
